\I7TTII the numerous varieties of 
VV cheese on the market—to name 
them would take a column space, with 
a word about their composition—one 
may have something dllTercnt for ev¬ 
ery day In the year. 

A nmst tasty dish to serve when 
something a bit more nourishing than 
the plain scalloped eggs Is required la 
a few tablespoonfuls of creamy cheese 
added to the hot eggs; stir until well 
mixed. 

Serve the sweet. Juicy early cabbngn 
cooked whole, with the hard center 
removed, then cut Into pie-shaped 
pieces on a chop plate; serve with a 
white sauce to which a cupful of finely 
minced cheese has been added. He 
sure the cheese Is well melted before 
serving. This makes a most tasty and 
attractive as well as a nourishing dish. 

The cheese supper dish has been 
given so often that it seems as If every 
one should have the reeipe, yet here 
It Is again for those who have never 
seen It: 

Cheese Supper Dish. 

Spread stale bread with butter and 
place In a shallow baking dish ns many 
slices as will he needed. Cover each 
slice thickly with finely minced rich 
cheese ami when enough Is prepared 
pour over a custard mixture, using 
two eggs and a pint of milk with salt 
to season. Hake in the oven at a low 
heat. The dish will be like a fluffy 
omelet, most attractive and appetizing. 
Serve hot. 

Cheese Roll. 

To one cake of cream cheese soft¬ 
ened with cream add one cupful of 
good American cheese grated, a dash 
of red pepper, one-half cupful of 
chopped stuffed olives. Make Into a 
roll and decorate with thin slices of 
stuffed olives. Serve on a dainty plute 
with a cheese knife. 

In choosing cheese for cookery he 
sure that you buy a rich one that will 
melt without becoming stringy. Over¬ 
cooking will make roost cheese stringy, 
so great care should be used when 
h»*nt Is applied. To test cheese for 
richness take a hit In the mouth and 
press It with the tongue to the roof 
of the mouth. If It melts easily you 
may he sure it Is well ripened and 
rich cheese.

Jesus took natural and literal ele¬ 
ments and made them to he symbols of 
his own body and blood. Just us our 
bread and drink are transformed Into 
brain nnd brawn, becoming Integral 
parts of our bodies, so by means of 
these symbols the communicant pnr- 
takes of Christ. We are In him and 
he is In us. 

1. It Is a merootisl of the Lord 
(Luke 22:11*). When he left the world 
he left the hrend ami the cup by which 
the disciples would remember him. 
Every true disciple will gladly avail 
himself of tin* opportunity thus to re¬ 
member his Lord. 

2. To show the Lord's sacrificial 
death (v. 20). Jesus Christ did not 
die as a hero or as an example of un¬ 
selfish devotion, but as a substitution¬ 
ary ransom. On the cross he made ex¬ 
piation for sin. 

3. It is a guarantee that our sins are 
forgiven (Horn. 4:25). 

"It was the signet of the Son of God 
attached t<» redemption." 

4. It symbolizes the believer’s re¬ 
ception of Christ (I Cor. 10:10). The 
communicant thereby participates in 
the body nnd blood <»f Christ, becom¬ 
ing u member of his body. 

5. It Is n forward look to a complet¬ 
ed redempton (I Cor. 11:26), When 
faith Is exercised In Christ, redemp¬ 
tion begins and its completion will take 
place at the coining of Jesus Christ 
(I Thess. 4:10. 17). The bread and 
the cup constitute the keepsake of the 
Lord until lie returns. These elements 
possess not only a spiritual, hut a 
tremendous psychological value, both 
ns a memorial and as a prospect. 

III. Qualifications for Participation 
in the Lord’s Supper (I Cor. 11:27 20). 

1. A proper upprehenslou of Its 
meaning (v. 27). Eating and drinking 
unworthily primarily refers not to the 
demerit of the communicant, but the 
failure to grasp the meaning and im¬ 
portance of the ordinance. To engage 
thoughtlessly In tills service Is to do 
It unworthily. Only a regenerated per¬ 
son can discern tlu* Lord’s body. Faith 
In the integrity of Christ’s person and 
work la essential. Anyone who does 
not believe In the absolute deity of 
Christ nnd his vicarious atonement Is 
an unworthy communicant. 

2. Church membership (I Cor. 11: 
18-22). Christ’s body Is the Church, 
which Is composed of regenerated men 
und women united to him as head nnd 
to each other as members of that body 
by the Holy Spirit. 

3. Orderly walk. Conduct which dis¬ 
qualifies for participation In the Lord’s 
supper Is 

a. Immorul conduct (I Cor. 5:1-13). 
It Is most perilous for one who Is guilty 
of Immorality to approach the lord’s 
table (I Cor. 11:30). Sickness and 
death are often visited upon such. This 
explains why some are mysteriously 
taken away in death. 

h. Heresy (Tit. 3:10; I John 4:23). 
The one who does not believe In the 
deity and incarnation of Christ is a 
heretic. Such should he excluded from 
the Lord's table. 

c. The one who stirs up purty strife 
(Itom. 16:17).Those who cause divis¬ 
ions In the Church should also be ex¬ 
cluded from the Lord’s table.

American Federation of Labor 

The American Federation of Labor 
was organized In ivsi. Until 1880, It 
was known as the Federation of 
Trades and Labor Unions of the United 
States and Canada. At thut time there 
was no executive council and president 
as there was after 1886. There was a 
president and vice president of a leg¬ 
islative committee. Samuel Compere 
served as president of this committee 
from 1881 to 1SS6. He was then elected 
president of the American Federation 
of Labor and remained its president 
until ids death, with the exception 
of 1805.
